Result of examinatkm; 

According to informatiem ftxrnished by your office Q60 through 
Q78 represent the remains of three incendiery/pipe bombs consisting of one 
gallon jugs filled with a flammable liquid, possibly gasoline and acid, with 
a pipe bomb taped to the Jugs. Further, you advise the firing system of 
the pipe bombs Included 9-volts batteries and alarm clocks and that two 
of the dftviocB wore placed op the hood of a vehicle and the third device 
was plsccd on & vehicle trunk# 

The individual components of the Incondlnry/pipe bomb devices 
are described in detail hereSfler: 

PIPE COMPONE?nrS 

Present tn each Q6S. 064. Q65, end Q66 is s gabanized metel 
pipe end cap. A portion of the threaded section of a pipe nipple is 
present In each cep, and the end portion of the Q63, 064, and 068 caps 
is missing. The 063 and 064 caps are T pipe size and the 065 and Q66 
caps are 8/4" pipe size. \ 

The threaded secti<ms of pipe broken off inside each pipe cap 
appear to be the same pipe size as the respective cap. Present in each 
Q67, Q7l and Q78 Is the damaged remains of a galvanized metal pipe nipple. 
Also present to Q67 is an apparent galvanized metal pipe cap fragment. The 
Q77 end Q78 pipe nipples are 8/4" standard weight pipe size pipe nipples. 
The Q67 pipe nipple appears to represent a pipe size approximately midway 
between a 3/4" and 1" pipe size. 
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Whet appears to be the "^uad” emblem Is present in the Q6S 
and Q€5 caps. The "plum" emblem Is present on the Q64 cap. The 
indited fraatlwi "8/4" is also present on the Q65 cap. According to 
information avallaWe to the Laboratory tho emblem Is used by 

Bitachi Metals of Tolcyo, Japan* and New York City, New York. The 
"|4um" emblem is used by Bie Sen Yang Metal Industrial Co, Ltd. , Taiwan,

Angeles, Criifomle. The fraetkm "8/4" Is IndicaUve ci the pipe sice. 

MAIN CHARGE 

P.irtially consumed porUries of "tulnflar" type wcnokeloss 
powder were observed on Q64, Q65 and QC6 pipe cafw and C71 pipo 
n4>ple. The brand<s) and manufacturer («} of the smokeless powder 
could not be determined. 

GLASS JUGS 


The top portion of a (dass Jug made to accommodate a screw-on 
cap is present in each Q60, Q75, Mid Q77, A handle is evident on the 
top portions of the two Jugs represented in Q60 and Q77. 

A screw-on metal cap is attached to the Jug fragments in 
each Q75 and Q77. The following Information is stamped on the inside 
plasticlike surface of the Q75 metal cap: 

"M090178" 

The following informati<m is similarly stamped on the Q77 

metal cap:

The approicimate inside dlamotor of the metal caps is 1 4" and the 
approximate outside diameter is 1 5/€" .

Specimens <361 , Q62 end <J6S contain componeids of "Trevino* 
ecries spring-driven travel alarm clocks manufactured by General Time 
in Taiwan and -marketed l^‘West<dojc, 1>tvision oi Generri Time. LaSeWei 
lUinole. The cloclca in specimens Q61 and Q62 are the "Travino" series 
model 44240. The particular model of "Travino" aeries travel derm in 
specimen Q66 covdd not be ascertained Inasmuch as the only varietloo in 
models withbi the "Travino" series is the color of case , which is not 
present in the specimen. The particular models utilize luminous hands end 
hour dots. 

Modifications made to each of the travel alarm clocks would have 
resulted In a maximum delay of less than 60 minutes. 

BATTERIES 


An Evereedy, 9-volts, no. 522. "alkaline powercell" battery is 
present In Q61, Q62, and Q69. The code "CR 1" is present on the bottom 
of the <361 and Q62 batteries. The same code appears to be present on the Q69 
battery; however, the damaged conditiem of the Q69 battery precludes positively 
determining the code. The oirter metal cases of the Q61 and Q62 bstteries are 
gold. red. white, and black. 

BATTERY CONNECTORS 

Snap-type battery oofmectors are attached to the Q61, Q82, end 
Q89 batteries. The vinyllike battery covers and lend wires appear to have 
been removed prior to use in the lEDS . The vinyllike covers appear to 
have been grey in color on the Q€1 and Q62 battery connectors. The damaged 
condia<Hi of the Q69 battery connector precludes determining the color of the 
possR>le cover. 
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' Pieces of sbtgie conductor etrended tiimed-oopper wire with red 

pIssticUke ins|ydatkm are present In Q€0, ^1, Q62, Q09, and ^77. The 
epproxfanate diameter of the wire indudlne the insid^oo is dU)7i* .

Pieces of black. S/4" wide, electrical tape are contained on 
specimens Q60 through 06S. Q69. Q7l and Q77. Specimens Q60. 068. 

Q70 and Q73 through Q77 contain pieces oS 2" wide gray duet tape. A 1" 
wide piece of beige masking tape was contained in specimen 061. The 
electrical tape, the duct tape, and the masking tape are suitable for 
comparison purposes shoxild roils of similar suspect tape become available. 

No tape wa^ contained on specimens Q64 through Q67 and Q78.

The glue and solder used In the construction of the lED and 
present In Q61, Q62, and Q69 are suitable for comparison purposes in 
the event suspect glue and solder is located.
